BY REV. FATHER GAVIN 



Priest of St. Mary's Church, Waukegan, Deals Body Blow 

to Temperance Move in Town, of Wankegan at 

Both Masses Sunday Morning, Creating 

Thereby Quite a Sensation 



TO MAKE FROST BANKRUPT 



REFERS TO LEADERS OF MOVEMENT AS "FANATICS" 






Said That, up to the .Time of the Recent Abusive Article on Cardinal Gibbons, He 

had Intended Voting for the Movement, but Such an Attack Caused 

Him to Feel Otherwise— Local Optionists, He Said, 

Would' Make Life Impossible of Living 



Tbe anti-saloon cause in Waukegan suf- 
fered a hard blow Sundny when Rev. E 
W. Gavin, of tho church of the Immacu- 
late Conception, llio most important church 
probably in Lake county, voiced 'his.views 
on local option. 

.' The following is the Herman in substance 
as published in tho Waukegan Gazette: 

"Don't be guided by a lot of fanatics— 
bo guided, by your own judgment; the 
Catholic church teaches temperance, but 
nevr total abstinence," waB the substance 
of tbe priest's remarks. 

Father Gavin held a copy of the paper in 
which tho criticism of Cardinal Gibbons 
hal appeared. He read extracts from it, 
frequently pausing to moke pointed re- 
marks. All during the rending, the con- 
gregation sat so still that the dropping of 
apincbuld.be heard. It could be seen 
that they were much impressed and tbe re- 
sult will undoubtedly be a' heavy blow to 
the local option leaders. At times the 
priest grew, very bitter and hie voice rose 
to a higher pitch, ringing through the 
large auditorium with the weight of con- 
viction. 

'•Why, if you wero to let. these people 
who advocate local option and total abstin- 
ence have thoir own way, there would be 
no livinor in the city for the rest of u«»," 
said the speaker excitedly. "Take Maine 
and New Hampshire for instance. They 
are the states about which we would nat- 
urally expect to find the great growth of 
our country revolving;. They wero once 
thriving states, but look at them now. 8ee 
what total abstinence has done for. them. 

"These reformers denounce a man be- 
cause he takes a gloss of beer or a glass of 
wine, which ever it may be To deprive 
him of that, is to deprive him of his per- 
sonal liberty. God gave us the juice of tho 
grape and tho grain. Have wo not then a 
right to ubo them without being restricted 
in. our God given way? 

. "Now I do not want it thought that I 
am defending the saloon keeper, becauso 
that is not my motivo, but I huve a perfect 
right to express my opinions, and I also 
havo a right to denounce tho action that 
has been taken by some of those -who are 
trying to establish total abstinence, and I 
certainly do denounce it. 

"In the name of God, let me ask where 
you will be if you take away a yearly 
re vonue of 830,000? It will mean advanc- 
ed taxes and wo must make up for this 
great revenue that has been taken away, out 
of pur own pockets. There will be no liv- 
ing in the' city, if local option becomes a 
law. 

"Local option loaders denounce tho saloon 
keeper 'for his calling. It is not right. 
Don't denounce the saloon keeper. De- 
nounce the man that enters tho saloon. 

Does the saloon' keeper go out and solicit 
trade? No. His customers como to him 
voluntarily, when he sees that they havo 
had more than is good for them he docs 
not encourage them to stay, but casts them 
out. 

"Rofo.-isrs cry out that there is danger 
in permitting the liquor traffic to remain. 
Why don't they take some action to fence 
in the Inko? ' That is dangerous loo. 

"Some will question my right to talk in 
this way. j But haven't I a perfect righVlo 
if I wish? Is it not a privilege- that is 
given to all to express. themselves if they 
see fit? A great many will blame mo for 



these statements, but I care not. I am nn 
old man anil I am going 'to say just what I 
think about it. 

"I have not a doubt hut that some of 
those who are bolstering up the Local Op- 
tion movement are doing it for the money 
that they get out of it, or in other words 
the monetary consideration that they re- 
ceive is all that prompts their work: 

"You all know how LaSalle first cume to 
this country and how he explored it in the 
exposure of some of the colder parts and 
how he established the. Catholic church here. 
Were wo not the' lint church and therefore 
the oldest? Shut) we allow the members of 
other churches to dictate what we shall do? 

"We are the real natives of this country 
and we have a right to our liberties with- 
out restriction. If we allow these reform- 
ers to prevent us from drinking in moder- 
ation now, if we see fit, they will come into 
our homes later and dictate just what we 
shall eat. 

. "Does the church that is older than . all 
of these sects object to the juice of the 
grape? No! . And it does not purpose to 
have others tell'it what it must do and 
what it must not do. 

"When wo had a temperance Bociety in 



Waukegan Attorney Interested in Action in 
Chicago Federal Court . 

Attorney J. K. Orvis of Waukegan wob 
ono of two parties to take steps Monday in 
Chicago in the federal court, to have A. C. 
Frost, former head of the electric line, de- 
clared a bankrupt. Of the steps , of im- 
portance Monday, a Chicago morning pa- 
per said: 

Petitions to have A. C. FroBt, president 
and promoter of the defunct Chicago and 
Milwaukee electric railroad, declared' a 
bankrupt will be heard today by Judge K. 
M. Landisin the United States District 
court. His decision on the question of ap- 
pointing a temporary receiver in tbe mat- 
ter may help to put an important kiuk in 
the big tangle of legal difficulties which 
already hinges the north shore promoter 
and bis road. 

The petitions to baye him declared a 
bankrupt charge that the proceedings as 
the result of which George M. Seward was 
named receiver for A. C. Frost were col- 
lusive and that Seward was formerly the 
alleged bankrupt's confidential man. Tbe 
petitioners plan to secure Seward's re- 
moval through their action. In the order 
appointing Seward Judge Grosscup found 
Frost to bo solvent. 

Another petition also was filed which 
attacks tbe entire receivership of the road, 
declaring that "the persons controlling the 
receivership suits," including those of the 
road, as well as the one against Frost him 
self, "are working together for the benefit 
of the railroad and to the injury of Frost's 
general creditors." 

The petitioners who want FroBt declared 
a bankrupt are Justin K. OrviB of Wauke- 
gan, the Western Dank Note and Engrav- 
ing company and. the Hartnell Lord com 
pany of Chicago. Their claims, aggregate 
approximately $5,600. In their joint bill 
asking that Frost be - declared a bankrupt, 
they charge he has committed n long series 
of acts of bankruptcy, including the trans- 
fer on various dates of $33,000 worth of 
real estate to Otto R. Hansen, the creditor 
who started tbe receivership proceedings 
against the Chicago and Milwaukee elec 
trie railroad company of Illinois.

They had squandered so much 
n|l their lives that they wanted to mako up 
for it all at once. They even starved their 
families in their stinginess. 

"If a man wants to drink in moderation 
it is his own business. A man is a foot 
who don't know enough to 'stop when it is 
hurting him. The only thing for him to 
do 18 to let it alone entirely. 

"I remember when we. : had. temperance 
here before, that many of the men who 
had always drunk in moderation would 
often take a bottle of whiskey home and in- 
vite some neighbor oyer to drink with him 
Perhaps he would then go to that neigh- 
bor's house and he might havo a jug of 
whiskey. Perhaps some other neighbors 
might have a key of it. The result was 
that tbe men were bigger sots then . than 
when they had a saloon right next door to 
them and there were many drunkards in 
the city who had before been men who 
would drink a glass of beer or wine and 
leave it alone. They knew enough lo 
drink in moderation before the city become 
temperance territory. 

Not only would you find whiskey in the 
basements of the houses, but every black- 
smith Bhop had its jug as did every hard- 
ware store, grocery store or drug store. 
That was what made drunkards. 

"I am not going to tell you to vote 
against Local Option, because your vote is 
your privilege to do with as you please, 
but my advice to you , is to be very care- 
ful how you cast your ballot and do not bo 
guided by a lot of fanatics." 

Because of the large Catholic population 
of the town of Wnukegan people generally 
are wondering what effect the influential 
priestVreniarks will have on tho Local 
Option movement. A priest in a church 
always has a strong influence on his peo- 
ple hence tho words of Father Gavin will 
no doubt hnvo a strong bearing on the 
ultimate outcome of the movouient for it 
is certain that, should the people of that 
faith, unite in a body, or even to a largo 
proportion they could sway a question of 
this sort in tbe town of Waukegan. .

Report That Effort May be Made to 

Prosecute 'Voliva for Declaring 

Boycott on General Stores 



"It is rather strange and seemingly un-r 
likely but the fact is that the followers of 
Voliva at Zion City obey Jjim more closely, 
than Bowie's followers ever obeyed him," 
said a prominent man Tuesday , in speak- 
ing of Zion affairs. 

" He explained that, since Voliva's ulti- 
matum to his people that tbey must no 
longer trade at the Zion general stores, the 
people have obeyed him to the letter and 
not one has made a purchase in the general. 
stores . 

They have accordingly made all their 
purchases in the, Voliva stores at Win- 
throp Uarboi and it is said that six clerks 
have been working in tho grocery depart- 
ment as the result of the additional busi- 
ness done there. ., 

The general boycott on the general stores 
is proving more effective than the anti- 
Voliva people expected it would be and re- 
ceiver Hately; is said to.be considerably 
.wrought up over it. 

In 'this connection it is reported that 
there is talk in Zion that steps may bo 
taken to prosecute Voliva for putting a 
boycott on the general stores of Zion, the 
hope being that to take him under the boy- 
colt law. * v ; / ' . *:- 

But, according to lawyers, this would Jbe- 
impossible for they consider that -Voliva 
has the right to tell bis people to trade at 
rnYowh stores and that, if they see*1it"to" 
do it, that is all there is to it. 

If that is the case, then Voliva is not 
liable' under the law and his people can 
continue trading'at tho new stores to thet 
loss of the general stores of Zion.

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GOOD CREAM SOUPS

LATE AND CAREFULLY 
TE8TED RECIPES, 



Materials for Simple But Delicious 
8oup— Cream of Celery One of 
the Best Known of 
* Preparations. 

Tho , following, recipes for cream 
soupa ; have been carefully tested: A 
simple but delicious clam soup calls 
for a quart of soft shelled clams, or 
50; a quart and a half of milk, a 
third .of a cupful of butter, three table- 
spoonfuls of floury slice of onion, a 
little nutmeg, Bolt and popper. Drain 
the liquor from the clams, strain It 
and sot it aside. Wash the clams 
by emptying them Into a colander and 
placing it under the 1 faucet for a mo- 
ment Put tho milk and the bIIco of 
onion in a. double boiler and set it on 
the stove. Cream the butter and rub 
tho flour into It with a spoon. As 
soon as tho milk boils remove the 
onion. Add a Httlo of the milk "grad- 
ually to the creamed butter and flour, 
stirring it to form a smooth paste. 
Beat this mixture Into the boiling 
milk. Season with Bait, pepper and a 
.grating of nutmog. Cook for flvo 
•minutes. Then add tho clam liquor 
and clams. Cook for five minutes 
longer. 

A cream of clam soup, though more 
expensive, is even more delicious. Tho 
same ingredients are used with the ad- 
dition of a pint of cream. The clams 
are washed and placed in a saucepan 
to simmer for a few minutes. The 
liquor Is then drained oft and the 
clams aro pounded in a mortar and 
rubbed through a coarse puree sieve. 
Proceed as directed In the foregoing 
recipe, adding the cream, when the 
pounded clams and their liquor are 
added. Serve very hot with, croutons. 

To prepare a cream of celery soup 
— that most appetizing of cream soupB 
—wash a good sized head of celery 
and, break the stalkB Into inch length 
pieces. Boil. in as little water as pos- 
sible until pulpy. In the meantime put 
over the stove in a double boiler a 
pint of milk, a large slice of onion and 
a piece of mace. Mash the celery In 
the water in which it was cooked, and 
when the milk boils add to it the 
mashed celery. Croam together a 
tablespoonful of butter and one of 
flour, then add to the soup. Season 
with salt and pepper and cook .for 
flvo minutes. Strain and servo. A 
cupful of cream added tho last mo- 
ment will make it richer. • 

A' cream of mixed vegetables calls 
for two heaping toaspoonfuls of diced 
onion, the same amount each of diced 
carrot and celery arid half that~amount 
of turnip. Put three tablespoonfuls 
of butter In a saucepan and when molt- 
ed add tho diced vegetables. Lot 
them cook for 15 minutes, taking care 
that they do not brown. In the mean- 
time put a quart and a pint of milk 
over the stove In a double boiler, with 
a bay leaf, a small blade of 
mace and a spray of parsley. 
When tho vegetables are tender add 
three tablespoonfuls of flour and stir 
tho mixture gradually into tho boiling 
milk. Season with salt and pepper; 
then cook for half an hour. Beat up 
tho yolks of two eggs and add to them 
a cupful of cream. Stir the mixture 
Into tho soup and let it cook for a 
minute, beating constantly to prevent 
curdling. This soup may bo strained 
or not, as preferred. It 1b delicious 
with tho diced vegetables left in. 
Serve with croutons. 



Tonic for Tired Housekeepers. 
Place six fresh eggs In an earthen 
bowl without breaking tho shells and 
pour over them the juice of six large 
or seven small lemons. Let it stand 
48 hours. At the end of the first 24 
hours turn tho eggs over, and at tho 
end of 48 hours the shells should.be 
entirely gone, dissolved In tho lemon 
Juice. Remove any skin that remains. 
Into the egg mlxturo stir one-half 
pound beBt California honey, ono gill 
of cream, ono gill of rum, adding the 
cream to tho honey before stirring It 
Into the eggs. Beat all together 20 
minutes with an egg beater, then bot- 
tle. Dose, wlnoglaBsful every morn- 
ing, before breakfast and> at night if 
necessary. This Is particularly good 
for'. tired worn-out women. 





'.Springfield.— The strength of the 
fitate bankB In Illinois and tho con- 
servatism with which these institu- 
tions have operated, during the recent 
financial flurry Is emphasized In a re- 
capitulation of the aggregate resources 
and liabilities of all the banks doing 
business under state charters, issued 
by- State .Auditor McCullough. The 
auditor's statement shows the condi- 
tion of all the state banks in Illinois 
on February 15, last,, and a compari- 
son Is made with thecondition of tho 
same banks on November 19, last, 
when tho lost preceding statement 
was submitted to the auditor. While 
the total deposits of the Illinois banks 
Bhow a decrease of $14,916,104.69 in 
tho period of depression, the total cap- 
ital, surplus and undivided profits of 
the banks show a decrease of only 
$G79,511.60. The total cash and duo 
from other banks shows an Increase of 
$18,727,614.36. The statement of 
February 15 Bhows the per cent, of re- 
serve to deposits is 34.29, a. condition 
of strength probably unprecedented In 
the history of Illinois banking. The 
per cent, of decrease of deposits is 
3.63. One of the striking changes in 
banking policies adopted when tho 
flurry came was the curtailment of 
loans, the Item of loans and discounts 
showing a decrease of $32,199,775.08 
on February 15, when it aggregated 
$293,107,895.27. The action of the 
eastern depositaries In declining to 
surrender western banks' deposits is 
apparent in the items of cash due from 
other banks. From national banks 
was due $51,584,877.39, an Increase of 
$14,958,666.31, and due from state 
banks and bankers, $24,022,765.87, an 
inorease of $5,507,871.80. 



Cavalry to Make Tour In July. 

The Illinois cavalry regiment of the 
National guard will abandon the cus- 
tomary encampment at Camp Lincoln 
In Springfield this year and Instead 
will pass ten days In an overland tour 
of northern Illinois. The troops of 
Bloomlngton, Galesburg, Springfield, 
Peoria and other cities will mobilize 
by rail In Chicago on July 20 and in 
company with the troops of the regi- 
ment stationed in Chicago will leave 
on that day on an overland trip, 
striking west to the Desplalnes river, 
thence around western and northern 
Illinois, reaching Chicago about July 
30. The regiment will bo deployed by 
squadrons and troops and a scries of 
army maneuvers carried on en route. 
It Is believed that this overland trip 
will give the cavalrymen greater prac- 
tical instruction than could possibly 
be acquired at Camp Lincoln. 



To Meet Again at Springfield. 

Illinois county treasurers who mot In 
convention here liked Springfield so 
well they decided to hold two more 
gatherings In this city In the coming 
year. The first will be September 15, 
of the present year, and will bo a 
special meeting called for tho purpose 
of discussing matters pertaining to the 
work. The regular annual convention 
will bo the third Tuesday In February, 
1909. Officers for tho ensuing year 
were elected at the closing session as 
follows: Presldont, B. A. McCoy, Ad- 
ams county; vice-presidents, Fred E. 
Ames, Lake; Walter B. Rogerd, Mor- 
gan; Henry R. Arnold, La Salle; sec- 
retary, James A. Hall, Sangamon; as- 
sistant secretary, William H. Bowe, 
Sangamon ; treasurer, H. M. Sanders, 
Madison. . 



Pure Water for 8prlngfleld. 

The diversion of Spring creek and 
the construction of a new dam on the 
rock bottom at a point below the pres- 
ent waterworks dam is recom- 
mended by a committee of the Sanga- 
mon County Medical society as the one 
practical solution of. the problem for 
securing a quantity" of water suffi- 
cient for tho present and future needs 
of the city of Springfield. . A com- 
mittee consisting of Drs. Q. N. Kreld- 
er, B. B. Haglor and H. H. Tuttle sub- 
mitted Its report to the president and 
members of the Sangamon . County 
Medical society. ; This organization, in 
turn, presented the report to tho cham- 
ber of commerce of Springfield, and 
at a meeting of the latter organiza- 
tion tho report was referred to tho 
civic, committee for consideration. To 
Improve the quality of water and to 
Insure Its purity the committee recom- 
mends that septic tanks be placed at 
the mouth of the sewers in southeast 
Springfield, so that the sewage, will 
not be poured Into Sugar creek. It 
Is also proposed that the towns of 
RIverton, Taylorvllle and Decatur be 
appealed to and ah effort made to in- 
duce these municipalities to take simi- 
lar precautionary stepB. In addition, 
it is declared to be desirable to have 
the water of the town branch of 
Springfield pass through a septic tank 
before it enters Spring creek. 



Scheme Promises Big Returns. 

The promoters of the scheme to re- 
claim thousands of acres of land along 
the course of the Sangamon river by 
straightening the stream have figured 
that the Improvement will cost but 
ten dollars per acre for the land to be 
reclaimed, and are confident that they 
will be able to file their petition in the 
Sangamon county court some time this 
month. The work of securing signa- 
tures to the petition which Is to be 
presented has been greatly hampered 
by the condition of the roads, but it 
Is thought the work will be completed 
some time next week. The greater 
portion of the land to be reclaimed is 
valued at $50 per acre, whllo it will ad- 
vance to double that price if the con- 
templated improvements are made. -It 
is estimated that an entirely new 
ditch could bo constructed without at- 
tempting, to follow the course of the 
river at a cost not to exceed ten dol- 
lars per acre. Beside reclaiming the 
land, the change would mako the river 
much better In every respect, keep- 
ing the water less stagnant and fur- 
nishing a much better place for pleas- 
ure boats.

The 
state board of health, under the 
powers conferred upon it by statute, 
authorizes the officers named to close 
all school buildings not so provided 
with safo exits, both private and pub- 
lic, until such provisions for the pro- 
tection of the lives of children are 
made.

criminal court at ten o'clock Monday 
morning. 

The shocking nature of his crime— 
the shooting down of Father Leo 
Holnrlchs at the .altar in St. Eliza- 
beth's Catholic church on Sunday 
morning, February 23, when he was 
giving the sacrament — aroused -think- 
ing people throughout the country 
and caused them to speculate as to 
the origin and purpose of the plot, If 
any existed, that made Father Leo a 
marked man. Alla's conflicting state- 
ments regarding the shooting have led 
many people to believe he must bo In- 
sane. However, four of the most ox- 
pert brain specialists In this city, gave 
It as their opinion that Alia is per- 
fectly sane, and this after observing 
him since his return to this city from 
Colorado Springs, whither he was ta- 
ken to avoid possible mob violence. 

Notwithstanding public announce- 
ment through the press of results of 
the observations of the specialists ap- 
pointed by the district attorney, the 
defense engaged three alienists who 
were present during the trial. They 
sat In the courtroom and observed the 
defendant for the purpose of detecting 
any sign of insanity. Should they bo 
successful no doubt the defense will 
be quick to grasp that as a means of 
saving the life of Alia. On the other 
hand, tho prosecution summoned eight 
alienists to be present, whose expert 
knowledge Is to be used laterto offset 
any claim of Insanity that may bo 
raised by Alla's attorney. With tho 
question of Insanity aside, people won- 
der what excuse or reason Alia could 
have for wanting the life of the priest 
In this connection his first confession, 
In which ho admitted that he was an 
anarchist, comes to mind.

AWFUL SCHOOL HOLOCAUST 
NEAR CLEVELAND KILLS 167 



Building Housing Elementary Pupils in 

the Suburb of Collinwood, O., Burns, 

Bringing Death to Children. 



Cleveland, O. — Penned and held in 
narrow hallways, jammed up agaluBt 
doors that only opened Inward, 167 
children In tho suburb of North Col- 
llnwood, Wednesday were killed by 
fire, by smoke, and beneath the grind- 
ing heels of their, panic-stricken play- 
mates. 

The awful tragedy occurred in the 
public school of North Colllnwood, ten 
miles east of this city. One hundred 
and sixty-five corpses were in the 
morgue at Colllnwood Thursday, six 
children were unaccounted for, and all 
the hospitals and houses for two miles 
around contained numbers of chil- 
dren, some fatally, and many less 
seriously Injured. All of the victims 
were between the ages of six and fif- 
teen years. The school contained be- 
tween 310 and 325 pupils, and of this 
entire number only about 80 are 
known to have left the building un- 
hurt. 

Fire Drill la Forgotten. 

The school building was supposed 
to bo practically modern, although 
erected three or four years ago. The 
school children had been given fire 
drills, and were supposed to be In 
training for just such an emergency. 
When tho crucial moment arrived the 
drill was forgotten and not tho slight- 
eat effort to effect an orderly or 
prompt escape availed. 

Victims Practically Incinerated. 

As soon as firemen and volunteers 
could get closo enough, attempts were 
made to pluck bodies from tho death 
heaps at the doors. It was found that 
tho flames had practically Incinerated 
the bodies. Firemen with rakes, forks 
and shovels turned up blackened 
bones, little blackened skulls and 
masses of charred flesh, but bodies 
recognizable as such wero. no longer 
to be found. A fearful stench added 
to the horror of tho scene. 

Miss Anna Moran, tho principal of 
the school, who escaped, says that the 
children made a mad rush for the door 
as soon as tho alarm of fire was 
sounded, but were driven back by tho 
choking smoke. Later the flames 
prevented the escape of many of them 
from the burning building. 

County Coroner Burke immediately 
after tho fire said: 

"The construction of tho school- 
house was an outrage. The hallways 
were narrow and there was practically 
but one mode of exit The children 
were caught like *-ats In a trap." 
Terrible Scenes Enacted. 

Fearful scenes were enacted around 
the burning schoolhouse. Fathers and 
mothers raved, cursed or prayed. 
Many tried to break through tho 
crowd and some got so far as to dash 
toward the flaming doorways. One 
big man in overalls and jumper was 
restrained by force. Explaining in 
broken English that his "kinder" were 
In the building he struggled desper- 
ately with tho three men who held 
him. Finally they threw him to the 
ground and sat on him, forcing his 
great form downl n the ankle-deep mud. 

The building was completely de- 
stroyed, only the outside brick walls 
remaining standing. The floors and 
roof fell Into the Interior early in the 
fire, making tho rescue of intact bodies 
absolutoly hopeless. 

Dead Laid to Rest. 

Cleveland, O.—Colllnwood Friday 
came to a full realization of her 
woo. 

Slowly and solemnly the processions 
of death began to wend their way 
towards the cemeteries, bearing tho 
battered and charred remains of some 
of the 167 children whose lives were 
snuffed out .In Wednesday morning's 
catastrophe In the Lakeview sehool. 
All day there was no cessation in the 



funeral corteges. Those who had no 
dead to moiirn as a personal loss stood 
In the streetB with bared heads us 
the grim processions passed. There 
was .scarcely a dry oyo in Colllnwood. 
One of the sad funerals was that of 
the three children of Janitor Hirter, 
held jointly with tho services for throe 
other little ones. v 

Janitor Is Made Target. 

Mutterlngs against the janitor could 
be heard about tho village as half- 
crazed parents sought an object upon 
which to wreak vengeance, forgetting 
as they did that Hirter himself was 
walking with bowed head and brokon 
heart behind tho biers of three of his 
beloved. A detail of police was 
placed about tho Hirter home when 
the hour for the funeral came. Fully 
BOO persons had gathered, but when 
the coffins were carried to the door- 
way the crowd spread and opened the 
way for them without protest or ex- 
pression of hostility. 

Altogether there were 50 burials 
Friday, and Saturday the grewsome 
task was repeated. Sunday will wit- 
ness the last of the individual burials, 
and on Monday tho remains of all 
those who are unidentified will be laid 
to rest with one funeral. Friday night 
there wero 28 of these bundles of 
flesh that awaited claimants. 
Fire Testimony Heard. 

Testimony describing the mnd rush 
to death of tho school children was 
given Friday at the continued session 
of tho coroner's Inquest. Stories of 
heroism on tho part of tho women 
teachers wero recited. F. P. Whitney, 
superintendent of tho Colllnwood 
schools, stated his belief to bo that no 
fire department could have dono any 
effective work after tho fire had 
started. Two of the teachers told of 
their unavailing attempts to open one 
of the double doors at tho rear, which 
they said was locked. Tho inquest 
also developed the fact that, after the 
first crush at the door, it was beyond 
human possibility to aid or save those 
whom the tongues of fire were devour- 
ing In the chnrnel house. The inquest 
will be resumed Monday. 

Partitions Cause Great Loss. 

In a statement Friday, Chief Wnl- 
laco of tho Cleveland fire department 
after an examination of tho ruins of 
the Colllnwood school, said It was his 
opinion that the loss of life would not 
have been so great had there been no 
partitions at the sides of the storm 
doors at the rear entrance.

The court sustained the appellate 
court In its^ decision that tho Indict- 
ment upon which Schmltz was con- 
victed "was defective In that it did not 
aver that Schmltz was mayor, that 
Ruef, his co-defendant, was a political 
boss practically In control of the city, 
that as' such they were in a position 
to exercise power and undue influ- 
ence over the 1 police commissioners 
and that It did not show that Schmltz 
resorted to unlkwful means In threat* 
enlng to have liquor licenses with- 
held. The decision practically nulli- 
fies Ruef's plea of guilty, invalidates 
the remaining four extortion indict- 
ments against the former mayor and 
Ruef and will enable Schiratz to gain 
his liberty on bail after eight months' 
confinement in the county jail. 



NAVY ARMOR BELT TOO LOW?

J. F. Bradshaw of Ma- 
grath, had i,030 acres of wheat In crop 
that averaged 39^ bushels to the 
acre, his oats, 32 bushels; barley, 53 
bushels. He threshed 31,000 bushels 
of wheat from 540 acres;. He also had 
250 tons of eiigar beets from 25 acres 
worth $5.62% per ton. W. S. Sherod, 
of Lethbrldge, says: "I came to Leth- 
bridge from Sburis, North Dakota, in 
April, .1807, having purchased, 900 
acres of land in this district last fall. 
I had 128 acres of Alberta Red winter 
wheat which was put In on breaking In 
the fall of 1906, which , yielded 41% 
bushels to the acre, for which I re- 
ceived 87%. cents per bushel, which 
paid me .$36.30 per acre. I had 190 
acres "Btubbled in" .that is disced 
la on the stubble, which yielded 22 
bushels to the acre at 87%. cents per 
bushel, which paid mo $19.25 to tho 
acre. 1 1 also had. 350 acres of strictly 
volunteer crop, which it was Intended 
to prepare In the summer; but when It 
was seen that It was a good looking 
crop, it was allowed to go. From this 
we threBhed 15 bushels to the acre, 
which paid us at the rate of 87% 
cents per bushel or $13.12 per acre. 
Our total crop yielded us 14,742 bush- 
els of first-class wheat Taking It as 
a whole, I consider that I had a first- 
class crop all through;. and, taking In- 
to consideration the fact of part. of the 
crop having been "stubbled in," and 
part strictly volunteer (which was 
never touched at all until the binder 
was put into it), I consider I had a 
heavy crop. I might say that I was 
in North Dakota five years, and I 
never grew as heavy a crop during 
that time.
